Webb sentenced 
to 50 years for 
murder 

Bass Webb, 32, finally got his sentence to 50 
years in prison for the July 31, 2009 brutal 
murder of his girlfriend Bryia Runiewicz, 31 of 
Harrison County. 

Webb had agreed to plead guilty to a 
50-year sentence to avoid a death sentence. 
However at his sentence hearing on August 15, 
2012 his court appointed attorney filed a motion 
to withdraw his guilty plea. Circuit Judge Jay 
Delaney set a hearing for September 19. At that 
hearing Webb's attorney told Judge Delaney 
that Webb wanted to withdraw his withdrawal 
of a guilty plea. 

Runiewicz’s mother, brother and sister 
spoke directly at Webb letting him hear what 
they had been through, the hurt and pain that he 
had put them through by depriving them of not 
being able to have their loved one here. It was 
a very emotional time for everyone involved. 

Judge Delaney then sentenced Webb to 50 
years in prison. 

The sentence will be added on to a 15-year 
sentence already issued on Fayette County 
charges for 65 years.

10 easy recycling tips 


Recycling is easy when you 
know what you’re doing. You can 
get the whole family involved, 
reuse things you already have, 
and reduce your carbon foot¬ 
print. 

Borrow an idea from Shopgirl 
and turn a basic pine hutch into 
an orderly recycling center. The 
best part is it corrals everything 
and, after adding items, you can 
close the door. Organization is 
the key to recycling daily. Before 
planning your cabinet, check 
with your local recycling center 
to learn what materials are 
accepted; plan your space accord- 
ingly. 

Sort and store: Save drink 
holders to corral used cans and 
bottles. Wrap newspapers with 
twine and then simply stack 
them. Plastic lids and caps are 
generally made of a different 
material than their containers 
and need to be sorted separately. 

Practical placement: Collect 
used household batteries to take 
to local drop-offs. Reuse shred¬ 
ded papers as packing material. 
Gather old pfione books and 
magazines in a wire bin. 


EASY RECYCLING TIPS 

1. Find a convenient place to 
collect recyclable items. Most 
things come from the kitchen, 
making it a good spot to set up a 
recycling center. 

2. The great thing about recy¬ 
cling is that it lets you put your 
favorite old containers, bins, or 
baskets to use. Assign containers 
for glass, plastic, and aluminum. 
To avoid messes, choose solid 
containers for storing items such 
as glass jars or cans that may have 
a sticky residue. 

3. Take leftover plastic bags 
back to grocery stores where they 
are collected and reused to make 
plastic lumber. 

4. Check the bottom of plastic 
items to identify what type of 
plastic they are. If the type is not 
recycled at your local center, con¬ 
sider ways to reuse the container. 

5. Save water and time when 
recycling cans and bottles. You no 
longer need to rinse them out or 
remove their labels. 

6. Recycle junk mail or reuse 
it as scratch paper. To opt-out of 
certain junk-mailing lists, go to 
opt-out.cdt.org. 



The hang-up: Keep a towel 
handy to wipe up spills. Scissors 
are useful for cutting twine or 
breaking down boxes. Post a recy¬ 
cling guide for quick reference. 
And don’t forget a hook for your 
reusable grocery bag. 

Divide and conquer: Store 
items that may contain liquid in 
solid bins to prevent sticky mess- 


7. Newspapers, magazines, 
and white paper can all be recy¬ 
cled as long as the paper is clean 
and dry. Plastic wrap, stickers, or 
rubber bands should be removed, 
but staples and plastic window 
envelopes are OK. 

8. Recycle worn-out recharge¬ 
able batteries like those used in 
cell phones, computers, or power

Football history spanning all the way from 


the ancient Greeks to modern day American 


Fall is in the air and the football 
season is upon us again. Time to pull 
out your favorite hoodie and head 
out to root for your favorite team, be 
it NFL, college or the local high 
school. Regardless, be for sure that 
football as we know it today has 
come a far cry from its beginnings 
and gone through a lot of changes 
along the way. 

Football (as well as rugby and 
soccer) are believed to have descend¬ 
ed from the ancient Greek game of 
harpaston. Harpaston is mentioned 
frequently in classical literature, 
where it is often referred to as a “very 
rough and brutal game." The rules of 
this ancient sport were quite simple. 
Points were awarded when a player 
would cross a goal line by either kick¬ 
ing the ball, running with it across 
the goal line, or throwing it across the 
line to another player. The other 
team’s objective was simply to stop 
them by any means possible. There 
was no specific field length, no side 
line boundaries, no specified number 
of players per team, only a glaring 
lack of rules. 

Most modern versions of football 
are believed to have originated from 
England in the twelfth century. The 
game became so popular in England 
that the kings of that time (Henry II 
and Henry IV) actually banned foot¬ 
ball. They believed that football was 
taking away interest from the tradi¬ 
tional sports of England, such as 
fencing and archery. 

Football didn’t really begin to 
take on any consistency of rules and 
boundaries until it was picked up as a 
sport in the seven major public 
schools of England in the early 
1800’s. Six of the seven schools were 
largely playing the same game 
(including Eton, Harrow and Win¬ 
chester) - while the seventh, Rugby 


School (founded in 1567) was play¬ 
ing a markedly different version of 
football. 

The other schools moved ahead 
refining their rules and eventually 
their game became known as "asso¬ 
ciation football" - or soccer, which 
was played back then much as it is 
today. 

Rugby School went in a different 
direction. How and why the game 
developed differently at Rugby 
School appears to have been lost in 
history, but what is known is that by 
the 1830's, running with the ball at 
Rugby School was in common use 
and 18 foot goal posts had been 
added with a cross-bar at 10 feet 
above the ground. 

The inclusion of the cross-bar 
was accompanied by a rule that a goal 
could only be scored by the ball pass¬ 
ing over the bar from a place kick or 
drop kick. Apparently this was done 
to make scoring easier from further 
out and also to avoid the horde of 
defenders standing in and blocking 
the mouth of the goal. 

Players who were able to "touch 
down" the ball behind the opponents 
goal line were awarded a "try-at-goal" 
- the player would make a mark on 
the goal line and then walk back onto 
the field of play to a point where a 
place kick at the goal was possible (a 
conversion). There was also an "off- 
your-side" rule used to keep the 
teams apart. Passing the ball forward 
was not allowed. 

By the mid-1860s British schools 
and universities had taken up Rug¬ 
by's game and honored the school by 
giving the "new football" the name of 
rugby. 

The birth date of football in the 
United States is generally regarded by 
football historians as November 6, 
1869, when teams from Rutgers and 


Princeton Universities met for the 
first intercollegiate football game. In 
those early games, there were 20 play¬ 
ers to a team and football still more 
closely resembled rugby than modern 
football. 

The game of football has a histo¬ 
ry of constant rule changes. Rule 
changes have been implemented to 
bolster the excitement of the game of 
football and to increase the game's 
safety. 

In 1873, representatives from 
Columbia, Rutgers, Princeton, and 
Yale Universities met in New York 
City to formulate the first intercolle¬ 
giate football rules for the increas¬ 
ingly popular game. These four teams 
established the Intercollegiate Foot¬ 
ball Association (IFA) and set 15 as 
the number of players allowed on 
each team. 

Walter Camp, the coach at Yale 
and a dissenter from the IFA over his 
desire for an eleven man team, helped 
begin the final step in the evolution 
from rugby-style play to the modern 
game of American football. The IFA’s 
rules committee, led by Camp, soon 
cut the number of players from fif¬ 
teen to eleven, and also instituted the 
size of the playing field, at one hun¬ 
dred ten yards. In 1882 Camp also 
introduced the system of downs. 
After first allowing three attempts to 
advance the ball five yards, in 1906 
the distance was changed to ten 
yards. The fourth down was added in 
1912. 

Within a decade, concern over 
the increasing brutality of the game 
led to its ban by some colleges. 
Nearly 180 players had suffered seri¬ 
ous injuries, and eighteen deaths had 
been reported from the brutal mass 
plays that had become common prac¬ 
tice. So in 1905, President Theodore 
Roosevelt called upon Harvard,

b , In July the Beshear 
few* administration, 
without any input 
much less approval 
from the general 
assembly, issued an Executive 
Order forming a health insurance 
exchange for the state. At the 
interim joint committee on 
health and welfare last month, 
administration officials presented 
a report on the implementation 
of this exchange. Remarkably, 
they could not tell the committee 
how they were going to pay for it 
or even more incredibly, how 
much it was going to cost. Several 
senators spoke up during the 
meeting to point out that unan¬ 
swered questions, unknown costs, 
additional fees for insurers, and 
the administration’s hiring of 200 
more state employees, made it 
clear that the only certainty was 
increased bureaucracy. There 
were enough legislators, both 
democrat and republican, who 
were uncomfortable with the lack 
of proposal details that we pre¬ 
vailed in scheduling another 


meeting in September. 

On Wednesday of this week, 
that meeting occurred. A vote was 
taken to reject the Executive 
Order establishing the health 
insurance exchange because we 
do not believe that the governor 
has the ability, under state law, to 
create this completely new gov¬ 
ernment entity. The committee 
received no substantial answers 
about the costs, the budget, or 
any other details of the plan. Fur¬ 
ther, the meeting was marred by 
the highly unusual move on the 
part of House and Senate demo¬ 
crats who walked out of the com¬ 
mittee even before the discussion 
began. I made the point that it is 
our responsibility as legislators, as 
the representatives of the people, 
to engage in a full and candid 
dialogue about such a major poli¬ 
cy change. It is my hope that they 
will return to the table so that we 
can work together. 

Other meetings that occurred 
last week included the Interim 
Joint Committee on Economic 
Development and Tourism, 
which met at the Salato Wildlife 
Center in Frankfort. The Secre¬ 
tary of Tourism, Arts, and Heri¬ 
tage, Marchetta Sparrow, along 
with Elaine Wilson, director of 


Adventure Tourism, gave an over¬ 
view of the 1,444 recreational 
trails in Kentucky. The Unbri¬ 
dled Kentucky Adventure Guide 
includes 825 hiking trails, 304 
mountain bike trails, 224 horse¬ 
back riding trails, nine road 
cycling trails, and 82 ATV trails. 
Information about this can be 
accessed at www.getoutky.com. 
The Committee also heard a pre¬ 
sentation about the 56-mile Pine 
Mountain Trail in Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Special subcommittee on 
energy met on Friday and heard a 
presentation from Energy and 
Environment Cabinet Secretary 
Len Peters about carbon seques¬ 
tration and natural gas pricing. 
We also heard from the deputy 
commissioner for Energy Devel¬ 
opment and Independence, John 
Davies, about how to help low 
income families make their homes 
more energy efficient and thus 
save money on utility bills. For 
help, Kentuckians can contact 
John Davies at the Department 
for Energy Development and 
Independence at 502-564-7192.

Princeton, and Yale to help save the 
sport from demise. 

At a meeting between the schools, 
reform was agreed upon, and at a 
second meeting, attended by more 
than sixty other schools, the group 
appointed a seven member Rules 
Committee and set up what would 
later become known as the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association, or 
the NCAA. 


From this committee came the 
legalization of the forward pass, 
which resulted in a redesign of the 
ball and a more open style of play on 
the field. The rough mass plays, 
which once caused so many serious 
injuries, were prohibited by the com¬ 
mittee. Also prohibited was the lock¬ 
ing of arms by teammates in an effort 
to clear the way for their ball carriers. 
The length of the game was short¬ 


ened, from seventy to sixty minutes, 
and the neutral zone, which separates 
the teams by the length of the ball 
before each play begins, was also 
established. 

Though refinements to the game 
would continue to the present day, 
the modern game of American foot¬ 
ball had arrived.
